Who are these extraordinary per­ 
sons, among many others too 
num­ 
erous to mention, who have all 
been 
born in the so-called fickle month of 
April? 
Two of the greatest poets in 
the history of English literature, and 
a third who ranks well up 
in 
the 
list of immortals. 
The greatest historian (with pos­ 
sibly one exception) and another who 
comes very close to him. 
Three American presidents, one of 
whom saved the Union, another 
of 
w horn founded one of the great poli­ 
tical parties, and a third who 
had 
more influence over our foreign pol­ 
icy than any American, with the pos­ 
sible exception of Washington. 
The first Prince of Wales. 
Of all 
Europe's 
historical kings, 
the one who looms the largest. 
Four of the greatest philosophers 
in the history of the world. 
The most distinguished oldest 
in­ 
habitant among us, alive today. 
Two of England’s greatest novelists 
and one who, by competent critics, is 
considered 
the 
greatest 
American 
novelist thus far. 
America’s most popular, if not the 
greatest, naturalist. 
Two great sol­ 
diers, perhaps the greatest that Eng­ 
land and America have produced. 
The man who discovered the circu­ 
lation of the blood, one of the most 
far-reaching discoveries in the his­ 
tory of medical science. 
The 
European 
statesman who 
is 
held by many responsible 
for 
the 
European war. 
The 
most 
celebrated 
pioneer 
among Arctic explorers. 
Two of the greatest literary c rit­ 
ics. 
And one Queen of England. 
Of this great gallery of immortals, 
lour pairs were born on the same day, 
and three—the greatest English his­ 
torian, the greatest American soldier 
and the greatest English philosopher 
—were born on the same day. 
The 
most belligerent European statesman 
was 
born 
on 
the 
first day of the 
month and the mildest of England’s 
queens on 
the last. 
The 
greatest 
poet (Shakespeare) was almost cer­ 
tainly born on the same day of 
the 
month that he died. 
He was baptiz­ 
ed on April 20, it being highly prob­ 
able that he was born a day or so be­ 
fore, and he died on April 23. 
He 
was apparently the only one in 
the 
whole list who died in the same place 
in wit ich he was born, with the excep­ 
tion of Immanuel Kant, who was born 
in 
Königsberg, 
Prussia, April 
22, 
1724, and died there February 
12, 
1804. 
Durmg the whole course of his 
life, Kant never went more than 
i 
few miles from his birthplace; 
the 
neighbors used to set their clocks by 
his daily walk. 
He was very familiar 
with geography, and, 
indeed, knew 
more intimately more regions of the 
globe than those who lived there. 
It 
is doubtful if Shakespeare ever went 
much 
farther 
afield than 
Ixmdon. 
Kant undoubtedly had the greatest 
philosophical intellect 
in history of 
the world. 
Shakespeare ranks as the 
greatest poet. 
The fact that neither 
of thorn had the opportunity of going 
on a Cook's tour around the world re­ 
veals the great disadvantages under 
which 
they 
lived. 
The 
two other 
poets born in the same month with 
Shakespeare are William Wordsworth 


t April 
7) 
and 
Algernon 
Charles 
Swinburne (April 
6). 
Shakespeare 
was made notorious in this country 
by Ignatius Donnelly, who, in 1887, 
made a great stir with his books, in 
which 
he 
attempted 
to show by a 
cryptogram that Francis Bacon was 
the 
author 
of Shakespeare's works. 
Up to last year the best biography of 
Shakespeare was by Sidney Lee, but 
1 am inclined to think this has been 
exceeded in merit by the one issued a 
je a r or so ago in Boston (Houghton) 
I s J. Q. Adams. 
As for Swinburne, the other great 
poet, (born April 5), that he was as­ 
tonishing nobody doubts; that he was 


p great poet, however, is very doubt- olhei 


forbears were from Scotland, and he 
is thus, in a sense, racially related 
to Hume. 
K ant’s great book, “The 
Critique of Pure Reason", was declar­ 
ed to have had more influence than 
the French revolution; it undoubtedly 
shook theology to its depths and is 
responsible, in a way, for the whole 
modernist movement. 
As for Hume, he is the only 
one 
in the April list who serves in a dou­ 
ble capacity, unless we admit 
that 
Cromwell was as great a statesman 
as he was a soldier. 
Hume was not 
only notable as a philosopher, but as 
the author of a History of England, 
a monumental work of its kind, which, 
however, has been relegated to the 
musty shelves of old libraries; where­ 
as, the same cannot be said of Gib­ 
bon’s Decline and Fall of the Rom­ 
an 
Empire, 
without 
question 
the 
greatest general history 
ever writ­ 
ten, and—in the opinion of the best 
criticis—superseded only by Thucy­ 
dides’ History of 
the 
Peloponnesian 
War. 
Edward Gibbon was born 
on 
April 27, 1737, at 
Putney, 
Surrey, 
and died at London, January 15, 1794. 
The history of his boyhood develop­ 
ment 
as 
a 
historical 
student, his 
friendship with Madam 
Necker, his 
method of writing, his own estimate 
of himself, and his great book itself, 
all afford 
a subject 
for study and 
meditation, to say nothing of instruc­ 
tion, which is unsurpassed in inter­ 
est. 
His Rome is today 
being con­ 
stantly read by a great many of the 
ablest persons. 
Many years ago 
I 
passed an entire winter 
reading 
it 
through. 
I secured a number of wall 
maps of historical 
geography 
and 
plastered my walls with them, much 
to the perturbation of my landlady, 
and, thus accoutered, plunged into the 
five volumes, containing in all about 
a million words. 
Last 
year 
A rthur 
Guiterman, one of our best poets, told 
me he was then in the midst of read­ 
ing Gibbon, and his enthusiasm over 
it so got me, that I began it all ovei 
again. 
I am now in the third volume. 
It is without doubt the greatest his­ 
torical reading in the world, and if 
any of my readers are tired of 
the 
movies and crosswords, and want to 
pass a year away from active busi­ 
ness, let them read Gibbon. 
In the 
recent biography of Olive Schreiner, 
author of “The Story of an African 
Farm ”, it is recorded by her husband 
that she kept a volume Qf Gibbon’s 
Rome by her bedside for years, and 
rarely went to sleep without reading 
it. 
As a birth month, April has done 
fully 
as well with 
the novelists 
as 
with the historians and philosophers, 
if not the poets. She has not produc­ 
ed the best novelist, but she has pro 
duced perhaps the first one who gave 
form to the English novel (if we ex 
ci pt Richardson) and the author of 
what by 
many 
is really considered 
the best novel ever written, namely, 
“Tom Jones”. 
And in addition 
to 
Henry Fielding with Immanuel Kant, 
(he philosopher (born on April 22), 
she has produced 
Anthony Trollope 
(April 24, 1815) and, in this country, 
Henry James (April 15, 
1843). 
Of 
these three novelists, 
Anthony Trol­ 
lope has been coming back during the 
past few years; a great deal has been 
written about him; his merits are be- 
widely 
discussed 
and better under­ 
stood. 
Of Henry James 
it may 
be 
said that his earlier work has scarce­ 
ly been surpassed in American fiction 
writing. 
If the reader is interested 
in novels, I advise him, as an experi­ 
ment, to get out 
“Tom 
Jones” and 
read it over. 
Viewed in the light of 
our modern jazz fiction, it will seem 
like dull reading enough. 
But the a f­ 
ter-effect is very valuable; it is the 
best background to all novel reading 
of which I am aware. 
After it has 
been read, then Trollope and Henry 
James will be much better understood. 
Our literary list is not yet exhaust­ 
ed, for, in addition to 
those named, 
April has bequeathed to us two of the 
most notable critics of all time, a f­ 
ter the Greeks. 
One of these is 
H. 
A. Taine (April 21, 1828), and the 
William i Hazlitt 
(April 
10, 
fol. 
I refer the reader to two 
de­ 
lightful descriptions of him, one 
by 
Henry Adams in his book, “The Edu­ 
cation of Henry Adams’’, and the oth- 
t r by Max Beer bo hm in a book of es- 


i ays entitled, “And Even Now’’. 
The 
piece referred to is titled “The Pines”, 
As for Kant and his three fellow 
philosophers, some of my readers may 
recall that his 
centenary 
occurred 
last year. 
It is interesting to Know 
that he got his chief inspiration from 
Hume, and both he and Hume were 
undoubtedly as largely influenced by 
Hobbes, all of these throe philosoph­ 
ers being born in the month of April, 
Hobbes 
on 
the 
fifth, Kant on the 
twenty-second, 
and 
Hume 
on 
the 
twenty-sixth. 
The remaining or fourth philosoph­ 
er was Herbert Spencer, born on April 
twenty-seventh. 
It is doubtful which 
one has had more influence on Am er­ 
icans, Spencer 
or 
Kant. 
Emerson, 
and succeeding him, the whole Har­ 
vard school, got a great deal of their 
inspiration 
from 
Kant. 
The trans- 
cendentalists originated in that way. 
Spencer has influenced a great many 
of our writers. 
Lafcadio Hearn is 
one. 
Spencer had small use for Kant, 
and understod him not at all. Kant’s 


1778). 
Taine’s 
English 
literature 
still remains the most acute and in­ 
telligent survey. 
I doubt if it 
has 
ben surpassed by any English writer. 
Hazlitt has, in many ways, been su­ 
perseded by the moderns. 
He was a 
pioneer, and the background he fu r­ 
nished for modern criticism was an 
essential link in the line of tradition­ 
al progress, although I am bound to 
say that mere opinion on any subject 
interests me 
less 
and less all 
the 
time. 
As for our April statesmen and sol­ 
diers, the list 
is formidable. 
As a 
statesman, Charles the Great (Char­ 
lemagne, April 2, 742) is by far the 
greatest. 
To 
modern eyes, he has 
long since faded from the historical 
perspective. 
But in the long line of 
first rank statesmen 
he 
holds 
his 
place. 
Next to him April gives us Oliver 
Cromwell, much more picturesque and 
indeed modern, as he stands for lib­ 
erty and the rights of man. 
If this 
statement seems exaggerated, it must 
be remembered that he can only 
be 
regarded in the light of his own age. 
The third statesman is Otto Eduard 
Leopold von Bismarck (April 1, 1815) 
who was born about two months be­ 


fore the Battle of Waterloo; the Iron 
Chancellor, who built up the modern 
Prussia and made it into the formi­ 
dable machine which was designed to 
crush the world. 
In this list of statesmen, although 
in my introduction he belongs to an­ 
other group, I can scarcely omit the 
name of Thomas Jefferson (April 13, 
1743). 
Even today the clouds of mis­ 
understanding which hove around the 
memory of our third President have 
not blown away. 
His remarkable de­ 
fects, and his still more remarkable 
qualities, have not yet received the 
attention of a great biographer. This 
leads me to say that 
all 
great men 
would he much better understood if 
we would but meditate 
below 
the 
surface of events, and, in the light of 
a rational psychology, realize 
that 
they are but puppets, the product of 
unseen forces, or universal law; 
in 
short, they are human beings, origi­ 
nating nothing in themselves, hut the 
ones 
who, 
for 
their own periods, 
prove to be the best to carry on the 
work. 
This accounts for their weak- 
nessess, for their 
often 
lamentable 
lapses after th-e “event” is over. 
Grant, as President, 
cut 
a sorry 
figure beside Grant as a soldier; but 
that fact does not diminish his true 
greatness. 
He was without doubt our 
greatest military genius; and in the 
long line 
of 
soldiers 
produced by 
England Cromwell stands very high. 
As for two other American states­ 
men, one of whom I have stated had 
so much to do with out foreign pol­ 
icy in the past and another of whon 
it is still too early to form a just es­ 
timate, I will relieve the curiosity o 
the reader at once by telling who they 
are: 
James Monroe (April 28, 1758) 
and Charles Evans Hughes (April 11, 
1862). 
In our historical record, Mon­ 
roe is chiefly known because of the 
Monroe Doctrine. 
Mr. Hughes is now 
no longer a factor 
in 
our foreign 
policy, and it is much too soon to es­ 
timate his influence upon our history. 
Of the April names remaining on 
my list, it is 
interesting to observe 
that William Harvey 
(April 1, 1578) 
was born on 
the 
same 
day of the 
month as Bismarck, thus bringing in­ 
to 
sharp 
contrast 
the 
respective 
claims of those who create in the sil­ 
ence of laboratories and those whose 
genius lies more in the sphere of ac­ 
tive events. 
It is extremely doubtful 
if Bismarck, in the long run, contrib­ 
uted anything but blood to the world’s 
assets. 
William Harvey contributed 
the circulation, which is much 
more 
valuable. 
Without Harvey, modern 
medicine would not be what it is. 
Only two Englishmen remain 
to 
chronicle. 
One is the first Prince of 
Wales, King Edward II (April 
25. 
1284), and the other 
is 
Sir 
John 
Franklin, the Arctic explorer (April 
16, 1786). 
The only English woman, 
and the last on the list is Queen Marv 
II (April 30, 1662). 
In America we have Fisher Ames, 
that 
minor 
American 
statesman 
whose main contribution to immortal­ 
ity (not inconsiderable) is that he de­ 
clined the presidency of Harvard Col­ 
lege. 
And we have John Burroughs 
(April 3, 1837. 
The career of Jno. Burroughs illus- 
strates a striking idiosyncrasy in the 
law of heredity, which biologists have 
yet to account for, and that is, how 
genius will pass over all the mem­ 
bers of an ordinary family and fast­ 


en itself upon one. 
This was true 
of Washington, of Franklin, and 
of 
Mark Twain; and it was equally true 
of Burrougs. 
He passed a great deal 
of his time when 
younp 
with 
his 
brother. 
After 
his fir i 
book w. s 
published, Burroughs took the copy 
he got and pushed it acres 
the table 
to his brother. 
His brother looked i 
over, and tossed it aside. 
To him it 
was unreadable. 
One had eyes in hi 
read, and the other had not. 
Much later in life Burough 
was 
more than satiated with tht attention 
some of his works attracted.

torium, and a typewriter were saved 
from the building, which was 
placed 
in use only seven and a half months 
ago. 
The 
remainder 
of the seats,

laboratory equipments, all text books, 
and other furnishings were complete­ 
ly destroyed. 
Superintendent Herbert Goza, who 
was among the first to reach 
the 
scene, broke in the door to his office

W. M. Stone, cashiei of the Nation­ 
al City Bank of St. L o u is , testified 
that he was called to Puxico by I). F. 
Walser three days before the Puxico 
hank closed, and that Walser tried to 
arrange for a loan 
of 
$20,000 with 
which to carry on business and that 
his hank and the International Bank 
advanced something like $1,2000 when 
it was discovered that it would te- 
quire $50,000 or $0O,(NK), and that no 
further advancement- were made by 
his hank. 
Other witnesses for the State were 
introduced, including a number of the 
citizens in the neighborhood of Puxi­ 
co, t » prove the value of the holdings 
of a number of people and concerns 
against whom the 
Bank 
of Puxico 
held large notes at the time it 
was 
closed. The State attempted to prove 
by

Stone’s in that he stated that Stone 
agreed to advance his hank $20,000
